On October 14, 1970, a confidential source of known 
reliability, advised that Rabbi Meir D. Kahane, representing 
the Jewish Defense League (JDL), spoke at the Kay Spiritual 
Life Center, American University (AU), Washington, D.C. from 
approximately 8:15 P.M. to 10:00 P.M. on October 13, 1970. 

There were about 35 individuals of college student age in 
attendance. 


The JDL is self-described as a militant 
activist group dedicated to the struggle 
for democracy, freedom and Jewish rights.' 

Rabbi Kahane delivered a short prepared speech in 
•which he spoke of the need for Jewish unity and stressed the 
need for JDL chapters to be formed on college campuses through¬ 
out the United States. 


During his speech Rabbi Kahane attacked merchants 
and slum landlords who exploit poor Jews in ghetto areas. He 
also stated that one of the primary targets of the JDL .is the 
"blockbuster" who attempts through threat and intimidation 
to move Jews out of a Jewish neighborhood to change the • 
character of that neighborhood for the purpose of making a 
sizeable profit. He stated that when the JDL receives com¬ 
plaints of "blockbuster" activity, and when the "blockbuster" 
is identified, it is the job of the JDL to make sure that' 
the "blockbuster" activity ceases even if force is necessary 
to accomplish this end, ;; 


Following his speech Rabbi Kahane answered questions 
from the audience. The question and 'answer period took on the 
character of a group discussion and centered around .topics 
raised during Kahane*s initial talk.

Succinct Summary of MEIR D. KAHANE 

MEIR D. KAHANE, born August 1, 1932, has been identified 
by informants who have furnished reliable information in the past 
as the national chairman of the Jewish Defense League, which is 
self described as a militant activist group dedicated to the 
struggle for democracy, freedom and Jewish rights. An informant 
who has furnished reliable information in the past advised that 
KAHANE was quoted in June, 1970 as stating that one of the aims 
of the JDL was to create publicity as to the plight of Jewish 
people in the Soviet Union and to cause trouble between the 
governments of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics and the 
United States. This informant also has advised that the JDL 
operates Camp Jedel in New York State where KAHANE’s volunteers 
train in the use of small arms, karate and study Jewish affairs. 
Articles in New York City newspapers reflect that the subject and 
the JDL have been involved in demonstrations at the Soviet Offices 
in the New York City area and in December, 1969, subject was 
among JDL members arrested in a scuffle at the Soviet Mission, 

New York City; and Glen Cove, New York Police Department advised 
that subject was one of five JDL members arrested on July 
27, 1970 for defacing walls at Soviet Estate at Glen Cove, 

New York. „ 


ADDENDUM: DOMESTIC INTELLIGENCE DIVISION 11/2/70 *ERH:bjp 

Investigation of the JDL has additionally revealed participation 
by its members in attempted hijacking of international air flights and 
stockpiling of weapons and explosives purchased by the JDL ostensibly 
for training purposes at its summer camp in upstate New York. Sensitive 
coverage of JDL headquarters has revealed almost daily plans for 
demonstrations in New York City, some of which involved physical 
violence by participants from JDL ranks. 


As the militant leader of the JDL, Kahane is virtually 
all-powerful in passing on decisions for action by the JDL at a national 
level. He has advocated violence in many of the demonstrations 
involving JDL personnel and has not been hesitant to participate in such 
demonstrations. While not so charged, he was undoubtedly involved in 
planning for airline hijacking and sensitive coverage of JDL headquarters has 
positively identified him as being involved in current plans for a second 
hijacking attempt planned for an undisclosed European country. In public 
appearances before college and civic groups, Kahane consistently emphasized 
the need for strength and militancy on the part of JDL members, emphasizing 
JDL action must include physical violence if necessary to attain stated ends. 
His leadership activities fully justify his inclusion on the Security Index and 
dictate his designation for a Priority I tabbing on that index.

The May 25, 1970 issue of the "New York Times" contained 
article captioned "Jewish Activists See Ranks Growing" which 
reflected that the subject, to hasten the growth of the JDL 
has left his Job as a columnist for the "Jewish Press," a 
weekly English language newspaper, to devote most of his time 
to organizing chapters. \

According to the informant, at this meeting, the subject 
stated the JDL has three goals; one, increase its membership; 
two, develop communication with other organizations; and three, 
train in physical tactics. 

In an interview which appeared in the June 9 , 1969 issue 
of the "Staten Island Advocate," a newspaper published in 
Staten Island, New York, the subject stated that the motto of 
the JDL is "Never Again," meaning that what happened to the Jews 
of Germany who went to their death without a fight shall never occi 
anywhere again. This article also quoted him as saying the black 
militants and the "New Left" have joined in an alliance to destroy 
the United States aid its Jewish population. 


As proof, the subject described the growing dispute in 
New York City between the Teachers Union, described as predominate] 
Jewish, and the militant blacks, during the lengthy school 
strike. The subject was quoted as stating "we saw for the first 
time, open anti-Semitism when a militant black teacher read an anti 
Jewish poem on the radio." 
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He does not agree with recognized Jewish organizations 
who have pointed out that black anti-Semitism is more of a manifest; 
tion of anti-white feeling rather than anti-Jewish feelings 
as .expressed by the Nazis of the 1930's and the 19^-0's. 

The article continued as follows: 

"His greatest concern he says is that many members 
in the leftist Students for a Democratic Society are Jewish 
youths whom he despises. He is convinced that the black militants 
and new left movements are bringing about a white conservative 
backlash that one day will bathe the streets of the country in 
blood. 


"And when it comes, he said he fears that all Jews 
regardless of their political affiliations, will be attacked 
by the right. 

"But Rabbi Kahane vows that it will never happen again, 
at least not without a fight. 

"How does a man of the cloth, man of peace, lead a 
militant organization like the JDL? 

"ETewish precepts do not teach you to turn the other 
cheek'. Rabbi Kahane says. 'The Bible says there is a time 
for everything, including, unfortunately, war. I pray that 
day never comes. But if it does, we are ready.'"

The above issue of the "Staten Island Advocate" reported 
that the JDL in the summer of 19 69 will open a nine week seminar 
and training camp in Woodbourne, New York, where KAHANE's 
volunteers will train in the use of samll arms and karate and 
study Jewish affairs. According to Rabbi KAHANE, the JDL has an 
intelligence network "which thwarted an attempt of black 
militant leader JAMES FORMAN from corning to the Temple Emanu-El 
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in his series of vists to churches and synagogues seeking $500 
million in ’reparations.’" Rabbi KAHANE stated he is planning 
to challenge pro-Arab groups which have been demonstrating 
with increasing frequency in the New York area. 

The December 30, 1969 issue of the "New York Times", 
carried an article entitled, "14 Jews Arrested in Soviet Protest," 
which contained information that fourteen members of the JDL were 
taken into custody yesterday after a series of coordinated actions 
at Kennedy International Airport and two Soviet offices in Man¬ 
hattan. According to the article, the group headed by Rabbi MEIR 
KAHANE, leader of the league, protested what they described as the 
harsh treatment of Jews in the Soivet Union. They painted 
slogans on a Soviet airliner that had arrived from Moscow 
at 12:54 PM andjfivaded the offices of Tass, the Soviet press 
agency, and Intourist, the Soviet travel agency. 

The December 31> 1969 issue of the "New York Post," 
a daily newspaper published in New York, New York, contained an 
article captioned "JDL Rabbi Hits Cops in Row on Picketing" which 
reflected that Rabbi MEIR KAHANE, national director of the JDL, 
was among the militant-group’s 30 members arrested in scuffles wit! 
police last night a half block from the Soviet Mission at 336 
East 67th Street where the JDL was demonstrating against Soviet 
treatment of Jews. 

'pW on February 19, 1970, furnished the following 

information: 


The first public meeting of the JDL took place in New 
York City on June 16, 1968. The Certificate of Incorporation 
of the JDL, filed on September 30, 1968, lists MEIR KAHANE as one 
of the officers. The subject is Chairman of the Executive Board 
and is also a member of the National Board. 

On February 25, 1970, ^H^^furnished the following 
information: 


On February 4, 1970, the first general meeting of the JDj 
was held in the High School of Fashion Industries, 225 West 24th 
Street, New York City. In speaking to about 150 members present 
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the subject proclaimed the plight of Soviet Jews as his major 
concern. He believes that Soviet Jews are not only oppressed 
but are being systematically destroyed, both spiritually and 
physically. In order to arouse public attention, and possibly 
to pressure the Soviet Union into changing its_ policy of general 
religious persecution, and allowing the emigration of Soviet 
Jews to Israel, a three phased campaign is being waged. The first 
phase was to create awareness of the situation, the second phases i 
volves the harrassment of Soviet artists performing in this country 
and an eventual rupture of the Cultural Exchange Program. The ’ 
third phase is an organized boycott of travel to the Soviet Union. 

The May 21, 1970 issue of the "New York Daily News", a 
daily newspaper published in New York, New York, carried an article 
captioned "Jewish Group Taunts Reds" which reflected that 50 
members of the JDL, led by Rabbi MEIR KAHANE, protesting against 
the oppression of Soviet Jewry, yesterday moved into the Park 
East Synagogue at 163 East 67th Street across the street from 
the Russian mission. 


The June 29, 1970, issue of the "New York Times" containe 
an article captioned "3. J.D.L. Members, Including Kahane, Seized 
in Brooklyn," which reflected that three members of the militant 
JDL, including its chairman. Rabbi MEIR KAHANE, were arrested 
outside a police station in Brooklyn last night for allegedly 
hurling bottles at policemen who attempted to disperse a crowd 
of the league's followers. According to this article, 100 
persons had gathered in Louis Sobol Park to protest harrassment 
of Hassidic Jews in the neighborhood by roving bands of black 
and Puerto Rib an youths. The article reflected that the subject 
was arrested on a charge of felonious assault.

On July 7* 1970,vised that subject was quoted 
in June, 1970 as stating that one of the aims of the JDL was to 
create publicity as to the plight of Jewish people in the Soviet 
Union and to cause trouble between the governments of the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics (USSR) and the United States. 
KAHANE stated that, "Russians need the US more than the US needs 
the Russians. They make a lot of money from US tourist dollars 
and we want to prevent this money going to the Soviet Union. We 
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want to prevent the exchange of artists between these countries. 

The Russians are publicity conscious and they are sensitive. 

We will cause trouble and if this results in one Jew being 
saved and gotten out of Rissia, it is worthwhile.” 

On September, 1969, JOSEPH GLENNON, Administrative 
Office, United States Mission to the United Nations (UN) advised 
that on September 10, 1969* several mission to the UN at New 
York City received telegrams dated that day* A copy of the telegram 
received by the Lebanese Mission to the United Nations (LMUN) 
is as folbws: 

"Hold you directly responsible for any anti- 
Jewish terror acts. In event of such acts consider you 
legitimate target for deserved punishment.

The LMUN also received a letter from the JDL 
which reads in part as follows: 

"September 10, 1969 


"Gentlemen: 


"The two Arab terrorist groups. The Popular Front 
For the Liberation of Palestine and A1 Fatah have declared 
war on world ,Jewry and threatened Jewish lives and property 
throughout the world.

KAHANE stated that the telegrams and letters were 
phrased under advice of counsel in such a manner as to, in 
counsel's opinion, not violate the laws of the United States (US). 
He said it was also the JDL opinion, based on a detailed knowledge 
of the Arab mentality, in view of the JDL communications, mentioned 
previously, the Arab nations would reconsider before committing 
additional terrorist acts against Jews. He added that it was also 
the opinion of the JDL that those letters and telegrams already 
sent were sufficient and any additional communications would be 
merely repetitius and would destroy their value. Rabbi KAHANE emph 
sized that neither he nor the JDL would consider violating the laws 
of the US in any manner. He related that in the event a United 
States Attorney (USA) was of the opinion that those telegrams 
and letters, mentioned previously, were, in fact, a violation 
of the Federal Extortion Statute, this by itself would not 
indicate they actually had been in violation an d a Federal 
court would of necessity have to make this decision. Rabbi 
KAHANE was asked if the JDL considered retaliating for acts 
taken against the Jews anywhere in the world or would they 
consider retaliating against Just those acts committed in 
the US. He replied that the JDL would consider any terrorist 
act against Jews at any location an act which the JDL must 
consider. He said that no decision had been made as to what 
action the JDL would take as a retaliatory measure. Rabbi 
KAHANE restated that they did not contemplate violating the 
laws of the US as to dor so would possibly cause the JDL the 
loss of sympathies or the American public which in his opinion 
were basically for the Jewish cause. 

On September 19j 196$)* the facts in this matter were 
presented to ANDREW M. LAWLER, JR., Assistant United States 
Attorney, Southern District of New York, who declined prosecution 
on the non-specific nature of the threats as contained in 
the telegrams and letters and also based upon the interview 
of Rabbi KAHANE.

On August 20, 1970, an SA of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) observed an open rally of the JDL held between 
7:30 PM and 8:30 PM in the parking lot of E. Brooke Lee Junior 
High School, Wheaton, Maryland. One of the speakers was the 
subject who noted that Jewish youths in the US march for every 
kind of cause but their own.

In WDC, the JDL marchers were stopped on M Street 
Northwest, where the Metropolitan Police stopped the group and 
permitted a delegation of three led by Rabbi MEIR KAHANE, 

National JDL Director, to go to the Soviet Embassy, 1125 l6th 
Street Northwest, and present a petition. The petition, 
addressed to the Soviet authorities, stated that the JDL march . 
was a protest of oppression of Soviet Jews and Soviet aggression 
in the Middle East. The petition stated that if Jews are not 
permitted to leave their Soviet "prison" soon our patience is 
growing thin. "Our demonstrations, our occupations of your 
offices, our harrassment of your so-called cultural troupes 
has still not moved you. Like some modern-day pharaoh your hearts 
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are hardened. It is obvious that more plagues must be visited 
upon you.

Embassy representatives refused 
to accept the petition, whereupon Rabbi KAHANE turned around and 
read it to the crowd. Then he threw it back over the fence which 
surrounds the Soviet Embassy.

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 

A source has advised that the Students for a Democratic 
Society.(SDS), as presently regarded, came into being at a 
founding convention held June, 1962, at Port Huron, Michigan. 

From an initial posture of "participatory democracy" the line 
of the national leadership has revealed a growing Marxist-Leninist_ 
adherence which currently calls for the building of a-revolution¬ 
ary youth movement. Concurrently, the program of SDS has evolved 
from civil rights struggles to an anti-Vietnam war stance to an 
advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist position. China, Vietnam 
and Cuba are regarded as the leaders of worldwide struggles 
against United States imperialism whereas the Soviet Union is 
held to be revisionist and also imperialist. 

At the June, 1969, SDS National Convention, Progressive 
Labor Party (PLP) forces in the organization were expelled. As 
a result, the National Office (NO) group maintained its National 
Headquarters at 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, and the PLP 
faction set up headquarters in Cambridge, Massachusetts. This 
headquarters subsequently moved to Boston. Each group elected 
its own national officers, which include three national secretaries 
and a National Interim Committee of eight. Both the NO forces 
and the PLP forces claim to be the true SDS. Both groups also 
print their versions of "New Left Notes" which sets forth the 
line and the program of the particular faction. The NO version 
of "New Left Notes" was recently printed under the title "The 
Fire Next Time" to achieve a broader mass appeal. 

Two major factions have developed internally within the 
NO group, namely, the Weatherman or Revolutionary Youth Movement 
(RYM) I faction, and the RYM II faction. Weatherman is action- 
oriented upholding CASTRO’s position that the duty of revolu¬ 
tionaries is to make revolution. Weatherman is regarded by 
RYM II as an adventuristic, elitist faction which denies the 
historical role of the working class as the base for revolution. 

RYM II maintains that revolution, although desired, is not 
possible under present conditions, hence emphasizes organizing 
and raising the political consciousness of the working class 
upon whom they feel successful revolution depends. Although 
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h. 

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY (cont'd) 

disclaiming control and domination by the Communist Party, USA, 
leaders in these two factions have in the past proclaimed 
themselves to be communists and to follow the precepts of a 
Marxist-Leninist philosophy, along pro-Chinese communist lines. 

A second source has adyised that the PLP.faction, 
which is more commonly known as the Worker Student Alliance, 
is dominated and controlled by members of the PLP, who are 
required to identify themselves with the pro-Chinese Marxist- 
Leninist philosophy of the PLP. They advocate that an alliance 
between workers and students is vital to the bringing about of 
a revolution in the United States. 

SDS regions and university and college chapters, 
although operating under the outlines of the SDS National 
Constitution, are autonomous in nature and free to carry out 
independent policy reflective of local conditions. Because 
of this autonomy internal struggles reflecting the major 
factional interests of SDS have occurred at the chapter level 
since the beginning of the 1969-70school year.

Source advised that Rabbi Kahane spoke on the 
rise of Hitler in Germany and the persecution of the Jews 
under Hitler's Nazi Germany. Rabbi Kahane mentioned that 
during World War II, the Jews pleaded with the United 
States to bomb railroads which were being used to transport 
Jews to crematoriums, but the United States failed to do 
this. 


Source advised that Rabbi Kahane stated that the 
^ietnam War was another Communist stage to destroy democracy 
and that the intervention of the United States into the " 
Vietnam War was necessary for the survival of democratic 
countries. 


Source advised that Rabbi Kahane mentioned that 
the Jews in New York City had been assaulted and attacked 
by Negro mobs. Rabbi Kahane stated that the cause of this 
trouble was in connection with a death of a Negro child 
caused by a truck driver who was a Jew. He stated that the 
Negroes moved in on the Jews, and it was necessary for the 
Jews to organize and fight the Negroes back. He stated 
that when the Jews organized and fought back, the Nearoes 
stopped their harrassment of the Jews in New York City.

On November 30, 1970, a confidential source who 
has furnished reliable information in the past and who is 
in a position to furnish information concerning the Jewish 
Defense League (JDL) furnished the following information:

The source advised that Rabbi ' 1 Meir Kahane of the 
New York chapter of JDL spoke in Providence on the evening 
of November 4, 1970, at Temple Emanuel, the largest synagogue 
in Providence, Rhode Island, The Rabbi of this temple is 
Rabbi Bohnen. Source stated that 700-800 people attended 
the lecture and that the general response of the audience 
was most favorable, Kahane spoke concerning the background 
of JDL and its activities and the speech was delivered in the 
form of a membership request to initiate a new chapter of 
JDL in Providence, Rhode Island, Kahane also mentioned 
that the JDL budget for last year was $70,000 and that 
they aimed for a much larger budget this year. Kahane 
mentioned that one of the future aims of JDL would be to 
attempt to organize JDL groups on several campuses throughout 
the country. This then would be a student group of JDL 
and would be named after Dov Gruner, an Israeli martyr who 
was hung by the British during the struggle for Israeli 
independence,

BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP, 

The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther," 
regularly states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and 
guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression 
of the black people. Residents of the black community are 
urged to arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to as "pigs" who should be killed. 


The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, 
had an article by the then Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MURRAY. This article ended with the following: - 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only 
culture worth keeping is revolutionary culture. Change. 
Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! Black power. Use the gun. 
Kill the pigs everywhere." 



The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had an 
article introduced with the following statement: "We will 
not dissent from American government. We will overthrow it.” 

DAVID HILLIARD, Chief of Staff, BPP, in a speech 
at the San Francisco Polo Field on November 15, 1969, said 
"We will kill Richard Nixon." v 


DAVID HILLIARD, in the "New York Times," issue of 
December 13, 1969, was quoted as follows: "We advocate the 
very direct overthrow of the government by way of force

helpful. KAHANE felt the U.S. could exercise considerable 
leverage vis-a-vis the Soviet because of a number of separate 
negotiations involving the two countries. He felt the U. S. 
had been unwilling to exercise its leverage fully. YOST 
replied U. S. has repeatedly raised question of Soviet Jewry 
in U.N., and would continue to do so when appropriate. In the 
case of KAZAKOV family, YOST pointed out the Israeli 
Government urged KAZAKOV to desist, since it was concerned 
that such activities by recent emigres from the USSR might 
hurt the chances of more Jews leaving there. YOST said he 
agreed with the Israelis and felt the U. S. statement on the 
KAZAKOV case might be counterproductive.

' The source advised that Rabbi Meir Kahane of 
the New York Chapter of JDL addressed an open meeting of 
the Boston Chapter of JDL on December 13, 1970, at 
Congregation Beth El in Newton, Massachusetts. Source 
advised that approximately 125 people attended this 
membership drive meeting; and according to the source, 
this was a very poor attendance figure inasmuch as it

Source advised that the subject called upon all 
jews ""to participate in a concentrated harassment campaign 
to liberate the 2.6 million oppressed Jews in the 
Soviet Union. He called for a "revolution in Jewish 
thinking". Kahane was quoted as having said that: "Jews 
are in trouble and we need help from every Jew who cares. 
There is an incredible lack of sensitivity on the part of 
'the - modem Jew. Nov/ is the time for the resurrection of 
the old Jew. We have been silent for 50 years and if 
this silence continues we are doomed."

The source continued that Kahane said that he 
would renew his campaign for a complete breakdown in 
Soviet-American relations and would have every Russian 
link with the United States broken. Rabbi Kahane said 
that President Nixon could play an integral role in 
liberating Jews in Russia stating that, "The Soviets are 
pragmatic people and will listen to President Nixon if he 
is firm". Kahane also stated that, "The Russians are not 
allowing Jews in their country any of their cultural 
pursuits; therefore, it isn't fair that they accept any 
form of Russian culture here"* Source also mentioned 
that Kahane discussed the need for additional safety 
pacroia equipped with cars and walkie-talkies to be used 
in the Roxbury-Dorchester-Mattapan area of Boston where 
elderly Jews still live in fear in ghetto conditions 
which are subject to crime and terror.

Rabbi Meir Kahane, head of the 
the Jewish Defense League, will 
speak at a mass meeting to be held 
on Sunday, Nov. 29, 1 p.m. at 
Mather High School, Lincoln and 
Peterson, under the auspices of the 
Chicago Branch of the JDL. Jacob 
Berg is interim president of the 
local group. He said the public is 
invited, tickets $2.00 at the door. 

The Chicago Branch was organ¬ 
ized earlier this year after Rabbi 
Kahane appeared at the Relgious 
Zionists of Chicago headquarters for 
a Melave Malka, which, according 
to Berg, had an “overflow crowd.” 

A spokesman for the group said 
that Rabbi Kahane consented to ap¬ 
pear at a meeting to which the 
public has been invited, because of 
numerous demands to bear the 
controversial figure. 

The Jewish Defense League has 
set up a quasi-military organiza¬ 
tion, claiming that the Jews must 
be defended from their enemies. In 
cities like Philadelphia and New 
York, courses in Judo and other 
methods of self-defense, handling of 
firearms and other weapons arc 
being given under the auspices of 
the JDL.
